Miller said that the Jewish lIead- 
ers expressed their concern over 
recent public and private state- 
ments by Administration officials 
suggesting that Israel had been in- 
flexible during the negotiations. 
The Jewish leaders, who repre- 
sented nearly the total spectrum of 
the organized American Jewish 
community, were upset over the 
recent climate that has been set 
by Washington's disappointment in 
the failure of the talks, and the 
resultant blame placed on Israel. 

The Jewish leaders asked that 
the warm climate between Wash- 
ington and Jerusalem be restored, 
and suggested that the Adminis- 
tration should make some positive 
statements regarding the moral and 
strategic importance of Israel to 
the U.S. The Jewish leaders point- 
ed out to Sisco that there have 
been few — if any — strong 
statementa supporting Israel since 
the collapse of the talks, and this 
situation could be misinterpreted 
by the Arab States.

Allon-Giscard talks

PARIS. — Yigal Allon and French 
President Giscard d’Estaing dis-

Allon told reporters after the 
65-minute meeting: “It was the 
first time we had been able to 
exchange views on the situation 
in the Middie East and important 
matters concerning Israel and 
France.” 

French Foreign Minister Jean 
Sauvegnargues, who was also 
present, sald the mood of the 
meeting was “excellent,” in spite 
of their differing standpoints. 

Earlier, during a meeting with 
_Premier Jacques Chirac at his 
official residence, the Hotel 
Matignon, Mr. Allon said Israel 
did not oppose the Palestinians’

identity, but the long-term plan 
of the Arab terrorist bodies to 
dismantle Israel. 

Although Allon’s visit hag 
helped to relax the tense charac- 
ter of relations between France 
and Israel, officials on both 
sides agree that, 48 hours after

Among other things, the French 
are still preasing for an early 
revival of the Geneva peace 
talka while Allon has been tell- 
ing his hoste that any resump- 
tion must be carefully prepared.

Ichilov expanding on 
‘rent-a-ward’ plan

TAL AVIV, — Acutely overcrowded 
Ichilov Hospital here is to get a 
new internal medicine ward — to 
be located at Assuta Hospital. 
Explaining this to the press yes- 
terday, the head of the city’s Hos- 
pitalization Committee, Councillor 
David Yutan, said it was essential 
to expand the Internal Medicine 
Department. But no space could 
be spared inside Ichilov. Then the 
City and the Ministry of Health 
hit upon the idea of locating a 
new department outside Ichilov's 
own premises; space for 26 beds 
was rented at the private Assuta 
Hospital, a few minutes’ drive away. 
The new department, to open in 
mid-May, will be operated by Ichi- 
ἴον staff and have Ichilov's facilities 
at its disposal. 


Mr. Yutan also told the press 
that two new Magen David Adom 
ambulance sub-stations are going 
to open soon. One, located in Ramat 
Aviv, will serve the northern part 
of town; and the second, at the 
Magen David Adom_ headquarters 
across from the Yad Eliyahu Sports 
Stadium, will serve the southeastern 
Tel Aviv area. 


Thus far Tel Aviv had only two 
ambulance stations, the main one 
on Rehov Mazeh in the centre of 
town, and the second in Jaffa. The

According to the Manpower Plan- 
ning Authority; the nation’s labour 
forte will grow by a net 30,000 by 
the end of this year, “if we get 
45,000 immigrants and the rate of 
emlgration does pot increase.”

. Bureau of Statistics on the grounds 
that those numbers cannot be con- 
sidered reliable.

Under special cir- 
cumstances the five-year term may 
be renewed once, informed sources 
said yesterday. The Executive Coun- 
ΟἹ is to discuss the report at its 
meeting on Monday. 

The special six-man committee, 
headed by former Finance Ministry 
Director-General Ya'acovy Arnon, 
wes set up to investigate com- 
plaints, mostly by the academic 
staff, against the present Director- 
General of the University, Yosef 
Harpaz. At a meeting last Novem- 
ber, 250 senior members of the 
academic staff called for the resi; 
pation of Mr. Harpaz, claiming that 
he improperly interfered with the 
implementation of their work con- 
tract with the university. The pro- 
fessors subsequently ceased all co- 
operation with the administrator. 


The report says that in the ab- 
sence of an elected university vice- 
president in charge of administra- 
tive affairs, the present Director- 
General, whose tenure is unlimited, 
has taken on policy-making powers. 
The committee feels that the direc- 
tor-general’s job should be lmited 
to the execution of policy set by 
elected university officials. 

Mr. Harpaz, who retired from the 
army with the rank of colonel, has 
been with the university for over 
seven years. The report acknow- 
ledges that he has been an efficient 
administrator. 

Mr. Harpaz has reportedly said 
he szes no reason to resign and that 
he will awalt the Executtve Coun- 
cil's reaction to the committee's 
report.

At the end of the 10-week course, the 
17-year-old youth stabbed himself twice in 
the stomach outside Jerusalem's Ron Hctel, 
shouting “I don't want to’ go hack to South 
Africa.” . 

He had asked his parents, who live in 
Johannesburg's fashionable suburb of Lower 
Houghton, for permission to stay in Israel, 
but was refused. The Agency declined his re- 
quest for help in staying here without his 
parents consent, as he was still a minor. - 

He stabbed himself as the youth group was 
boarding a bus for the airport; police took 
him to Shaare Zedek hospital, where his 
‘wounds were found to be not serious. He was 

* released the uext morning, and then detained 
by police for further surveillance — Protter 
had been in possession of a loaded revolver 
when he stabbed himself—until his departure 
for South Africa. 

Protter returned to Israel in 1970. In 1972, 
he applied for a passport — which was 
granted —- and was examined by a Health 
Ministry psychiatrist, who determined that

Lack of proper recording, and 
arbitrary practices were discovered 
by the Comptroller also with re- 
gard to credits which the Bank of 
Israel granted in order to ease eco- 
nomic recovery after the Yom Kip- 
pur War. These loans were origi- 
nally intended for industry only, 
and their amount limited to 1L.200m.

In its reply to the Report, the 
Authority justifies its tariff hand- 
ling policy, which it notes is author- 
ized by the law, but undertook 
to make revisions, It rejects, more- 
over, the Comptroller's proposal to 
ehange the calculation of the wharf 
fee from Its present ad valorem 
basis, A change to a basis of actual 
work involved might harm cheaper 
cargoes, such as imported raw 
materials and exports.

Reports delayed too long 


THE NATIONAL INSURANCE IN- 
STITUTE is taken to task for the de- 
lay in completing its accounts, which 
prevented the Comptroller from ex- 
amining them in due time. This is 
the fourth time, the Comptroller 
points out, that the Institute's an- 
nual report was still not ready ten 
months after the end of the rele- 
vant period. Such a situation ought 
not ‘continue. The Comptroller there. 
fore suggests that at least a report 
of the Institute's revenue and ex- 
penditure should be prepared in due 
time, while the actuarial report — 
which takes longest to work out 
— be presented later. 

The Institute does ποῖ accept this 
suggestion, arguing that the finan- 
cisl and the actuarial reports can- 
not be separated. It promises, how- 
ever, to speed up the work on the 
entire report, so that it can be 
completed in time. 

The chapter devoted to the Nation- 
al Insurance Institute exposes its 
poor management of bank accounts. 
The amounts paid in by the insur- 
ed (firms and individuals) run into 
many millions daily, part of which 
is used for pensions and other dis- 


bursements, while the balance is | 


transferred to reserve accounts. How- 
ever, the arrangements made with 
the various commercial banks, left 
the latter in the possession of ex- 
cessive money’ balances, on which 
the Institute received no proper in- 
terest. In some cases it had to pay 
interest on overdrafts while it had 
idle money in another account with 
the same bank, Only gradually did 


ane 


the Institute respond to the Comptrol- 
ler's criticism, and recovered part 
of the interest due to it from the 
banks, 

Since October 1972 the Institute 
has also been paying the support 
due to abandoned wives and chil- 
dren, recovering the money from the 
husbands and fathers. During the 
first three years, ILd2m, was paid 
out, but only IL0.73m. recovered. The 
lustitute originally estimated that 
about one third of the alimony laid 
down by the Rabbinical courts — 
which are taken over by the Insti- 
tute — might be impossible to col- 
lect. But the proportion turned out 
much higher. The Comptroller feels 
that part of the blame must be 
borne by the Institute which start- 
ed active collection of the amounts 
due only in 1974, so that the im- 
pression was created that it did 
not intend taking the matter serious- 
ly. The Comptroller suggests set- 
ting up a special statutory com- 
mittee which would be entitled 
(with the help of social workers) to 
examine the financial situation of 
the husbands concerned, and recom- 
mend ways and means of collect- 
ing the alimony due.

THE tragic and bizarre inci- 
dent at the Israel Consulate 
General in Johannesburg shows 
that even tight security arrange- 
ments cannot be a guarantee 
against lunacy. 


But once the seizure of the 

ice e clear, the South 
African Government and the 
Israel Cabinet acted firmly. In 
the belief that the offices had 
been seized by terrorists, Prime 
Minister John Vorster made it 
plain that his government would 
not under any circumstances 
negotiate with terrorists. And 
Israel in turn acted wisely in 
het permitting the Israel Am- 
bassador to Pretoria to enter 
the Consulate office as the “‘ter- 
rorists" requested.
